Price-freezing  Orders  Postponed. — Fol- 
lowing representations  made  by  the  Fed- 
eration of  British  Industries,  the  Association 
of  British  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  the 
National  Union  of  Manufacturers,  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has  agreed 
to  postpone  until  April  26  the  coming  into 
effect  of  six  price-freezing  orders  including 
the  Miscellaneous  Goods  (Maximum  Prices) 
Order,  1948  (see  C.  &  D.,  February  28, 
p.  273).    (See  also  p.  380.) 

B.P.C.  Science  Papers. — The  general 
secretaries  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  which  is  to  meet  in  Brighton 
from  August  30  to  September  3.  invite  re- 
search workers  on  subjects  of  practical 
pharmaceutical  interest  to  submit  the  titles 
of  papers  for  the  conference  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Completed  manuscripts  should  be 
received  not  later  than  July  i,  and  authors 
are  asked  to  make  their  papers  as  concise 
as  possible,  with  a  suggested  maximum  of 
4,000  words. 

N.H.I.  Pricing  Protest. — At  a  meeting 
of  National  Health  Insurance  contractors 
held  in  Portsmouth  on  March  8,  a  resolu- 


tion was  passed  viewing  "  with  extreme  dis- 
favour "  the  system  of  pricing  scripts  by 
averaging.  The  resolution  went  on  to  ask 
for  an  assurance  that  the  reluctant  accept- 
ance of  such  methods  by  contractors  would 
not  encourage  the  Minister  of  Health  to 
assume  that  pharmacists  would  be  prepared 
to  accept  a  contract  under  the  National 
Health  Service  without  drastic  improve- 
ment in  remuneration  and  terms  of  service. 

Purchase-tax  Cut  Urged. — The  Retail 
Distributive  Trades  Conference  (employers' 
side)  has  presented  a  report  to  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer,  in  reply  to  a 
request  for  suggestions  for  reducing  prices 
and  profits,  in  which  members  recom- 
mended a  "  substantial  "  cut  (perhaps  50 
per  cent.)  in  purchase  tax  on  goods  "  of 
wide  popular  consumption.''  Representa- 
tives of  the  non-food  traders  stated  that 
manufacturers  and  distributors  alone  could 
not  make  any  substantial  impression  on 
prices  so  long  as  purchase  tax  remained  so 
high  as  at  present.  Reductions  in  tax  rates, 
says  the  report,  would  force  retailers  to 
mark  down  prices  of  existing  stocks,  on 
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which  higher  tax  had  been  paid,  to  the 
level  of  new  stocks.  The  financial  loss 
involved  (estimated  at  not  less  than  £30 
millions)  would  be  treated  as  the  retailers' 
contribution  towards  lowering  prices. 
Representatives  of  the  China  and  Glass 
Retailers'  Association  and  of  the  National 
Electrical  Contractors'  Trading  Association 
were  not  in  agreement  with  the  report. 

Institute  of  Export. — At  the  thirteenth 
annual  meeting  of  the  Institute  of  Export, 
held  in  London  on  March  10,  Mr.  Leslie 
Gamage  was  re-elected  Pr,esident. 

Revised  Export  Targets.— The  Econo- 
mic Survey  for  1948  (Cmd.  7344,  H.M. 
Stationery  office,  price  one  shilling)  gives 
the  proposed  target  for  chemicals,  to  be 
achieved  in  the  monthly  rates  at  the  end 
of  1948,  as  184  per  cent,  of  1938  volume. 
The  value,  in  terms  of  prices  forecast  for 
that  time,  is  given  at  around  £8.000,000. 
The  half-yearly  volume  figure  during  1947, 
and  the  estimated  volume  required  to 
achieve  the  target  in  1948,  are  as  follows: 
1947,  January-June,  135;  July-December, 
146;  1947  total,  140;  1948,  January-June, 
165;  July-December,  173;  1948  total,  169. 
At  the  end  of  1947.  336.000  persons  were 
employed  in  the  chemical  industry  and  it 
is  expected  that  335,000  will  remain  at  the 
end  of  1948  as  a  result  of  the  distribution 
of  the  industrial  population. 

Doctors  and  the  Health  Service. — At  a 

Special  Representative  meeting  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  held  in  Lon- 
don on  March  17,  the  following  motion, 
put  forward  by  the  chairman  of  the  B.M.A. 
Council  (Dr.  H.  Guy  Dain),  was  carried 
unanimously  :  — 

That  the  Representative  Body,  reaffirming  the 
wholehearted  desirr  of  the  medical  profession  for 
a  comprehensive  health  service  avai'ab'e  to 
everyone,  urges  that  in  the  public  interest  such 
changes  should  be  made  in  the  Acts  of  1946  and 
1947  as  are  necessary  to  maintain  the  integrity 
of  medicine  and  to  prevent  doctors  being  turned 
into  State  servants  with  harmful  consequences  to 
patient  and  doctor  alike.  The  Representative 
Body  therefore  expresses  the  hope  that  the 
Government  will  make  it  possible  for  tht-  pro- 
fession to  co-operate  by  making  such  changes  and 
states  its  view  that  "t  is  not  in  the  best  interests 
of  the  public  or  of  medirine  for  members  of  the 
profession  to  enter  the  Service  until  such  changes 
are  made. 

A  resolution  stating  that  the  Association 
would  be  willing  to  re-open  negotiations 
and  to  authorise  its  representatives  to  make 
concessions,  provided  that  a  whole-time 
salaried  sei"vice  was  not  introduced,  was 
defeated  h\  an  overwhelming  majority.  A 


motion  was  passed  suggesting  that,  in  view 
of  shortages  of  staff,  etc.,  the  possibility 
should  be  considered  of  introducing  the 
new  service  by  stages.  In  private  session, 
it  was  decided  to  establish  an  "  independ- 
ence "  fund  to  help  finance  the  profession's 
activities  during  its  present  dispute  with 
the  Government.  [The  meeting  had  not 
concluded  at  the  time  of  going  to  press.] 

Chemists-Opticians'  Jubilee. — A  dinner 
to  celebrate  the  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of 
the  foundation  of  the  Institute  of  Chemists- 
Opticians  was  held  in  London  on  March 
10,  Mr.  G.  Bryan  Brook  (president)  in  the 
chair.  He  outlined  the  history  of  the  Insti- 
tute and  said  that  in  the  past  two  years

there  had  been  a  considerable  increase  in 
its  membership  and  in  its  educational  and 
cultural  activities.  Alone  among  optical 
bodies  the  Institute  had  succeeded  in  arriv- 
ing at  a  friendly  understanding  with  the 
ophthalmologists.  Great  credit  for  this  was 
due  to  the  secretaiy  (Mr.  J.  Ross-Mansell) 
to  whon).  on  behalf  of  the  Council  and 
members  of  the  Institute,  the  speaker  then 
presented  a  radiogram.  Mr.  Ross-Mansell 
thanked  members  for  the  gift.  He  hoped 
pliarmacists  and  opticians  would  receive  full 
recognition  and  adequate  remuneration  in 
the  National  Health  Service.  All  employee 
interests  were  fully  represented  on  the 
optical  Whitley  Council,  but  pharmacists 
employed  in  retail  jjractice  had  no  represen- 
tation on  the  Whitley  C^ouncil  for  pharmacy 
— an  anomaly  that  he  hoped  would  be 
rectified.  Sir  Robert  Young,  O.B.E.,  M.P., 
Mr.  F.  W.  Skinnard,  M.P..  and  Mr.  R. 
Goode  (vice-president  of  the  Institute)  also 
spoke. 
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LOCAL  NEWS 

Liverpool  Film  Show. — At  a  meeting  of 
the  Liverpool  Chemists'  Association  on 
March  ii,  Mr.  E.  A.  Briggs  in  the  chair, 
a  film  show  was  presented  by  Mr.  'W.  G. 
Merrick,  M.P.S.  (Evans  Medical  Supplies, 
Ltd.). 

Wimbledon  N.H.S.  Resolution.  —  At  a 

recent  meeting  of  the  Wimbledon  Pharma- 
cists' Association  a  resolution  was  passed 
deploring  "  the  delay  in  negotiating  the 
terms  of  service  for  pharmacists  in  the 
National  Health  Service  "  and  declaring 
that  the  negotiations  should  have  been 
carried  through  by  the  Joint  Committee  on 
a  National  Pharmaceutical  Service. 

Sheffield  Women  Pharmacists.  —  At 
the  February  meeting  of  the  Sheffield 
Branch  of  the  National  Association  of 
Women  Pharmacists,  Professor  E.  J.  Wayne 
(pharmacology  and  therapeutics  depart- 
ment, Sheffield  University)  spoke  on  recent 
advances  in  drug  treatment,  referring  to 
thiouracil  compounds,  antihistamine  drugs, 
pethidine,  amidone  and  folic  acid.  The 
lecture  was  followed  by  an  informal  dis- 
cussion. 

West  Ham  Dinner. — The  annual  dinner 
and  dance  of  West  Ham  Association  of 
Pharmacists  was  held  at  Ilford  on  March 
II,  Mr.  J.  Reed  (president)  in  the  chair. 
The  guests  included  Mr.  J.  F.  McNeal  (a 
member  of  the  Society's  Council)  who  res- 
ponded to  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
which  had  been  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  P. 
Bowen  (vice-president  of  the  Association). 
"  The  West  Ham  Association  "  was  pro- 
posed by  Mr.  W.  J.  Beardsley  (a  former 
member  of  the  Society's  Council),  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Association  responding.  Mr, 
William  Potter  proposed  "  The  Ladies," 
Miss  A.  J.  P.  McBride  responding.  An 
appeal  for  the  Society's  Benevolent  Fund, 
made  by  Mr.  M.  Blumenthal  (chairman. 
West  Ham  Branch.  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union),  resulted  in  a  collection  of  more 
than  £14. 

North  Staffs  Dance. — The  annual  social 
evening  of  the  North  Staffs  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  at  Hanley  on 
February  27,  took  the  form  of  a  buffet 
dance,  food  restrictions  having  made  the 
usual  dinner  impossible.  The  guests,  who  in- 
cluded the  president  of  the  Society  (Mrs. 
J.  K.  Lvine,  M.B.E.)  and  the  vice-presi- 
dent (Mr.  H.  C.  Shaw),  were  welcomed  by 
Mr.  T.  G.  Lawley  (branch  president),  who 
paid  a  tribute  to  the  work  done  by  the 
branch   secretaiy    (Mr.    R.  Hackney). 


"  The  Society  "  was  proposed  by  Dr.  J.  M. 
Johnstone  (secretary  of  the  local  division  of 
the  British  Medical  Association)  who  re- 
ferred to  the  close  co-operation  that  existed 
between  doctor  and  chemist  in  the  evolu- 
tion of  new  drugs.  Mrs.  Irvine,  responding, 
said  she  hoped  the  co-operation  would  con- 
tinue to  the  mutual  benefit  of  the  two  pro- 
fessions. A  morning  set  was  presented  to 
Mrs.  Lvine  by  Mrs.  Lawley  as  a  souvenir 
of  her  visit  to  the  Potteries,  and  a  replica 
of  the  branch  president's  badge  of  office 
was  handed  to  Mr.  H.  E.  Denby  (immediate 
past-president). 

C.  &  D.  Editor's  Talk. — At  a  meeting 
of  the  Western  Pharmacists'  Association 
held  in  London  on  March  10,  Mr.  O.  F.  C. 
Bromfield  (Editor,  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist)  spoke  on  "  The  Production  of  a 
Modern  Weekly  Trade  Newspaper."  After 
reviewing  the  sources  from  which  news  and 
articles  were  obtained,  how  they  were  dealt 
with,  and  the  procedure  at  the  printers* 
on  press  day,  he  said  :  "  The  modern  trade 
and  technical  journal  aims  at  providing  its 
readers  with  a  concise  and  accurate  service 
of  news  and  information  on  all  matters  re- 
lating to  their  business.  Editorial  matter 
must  always  be  presented  attractively,  with 
illustrations  whenever  practicable  and 
appropriate.  To  provide  a  full  service  to 
its  readers  the  control  of  a  trade  and  tech- 
nical newspaper  should  be  entirely  indepen- 
dent, with  complete  editorial  freedom,  and 
with  no  dictation  from  outside  interests.  It 
must  strive  to  be  impartial  and  to  provide 
an  open  forum  for  the  free  expression  of 
divergent  opinions.  It  should  not  enter 
the  political  field  but  should  be  free  to 
praise  or  criticise  departmental  decisions. 
On  such  a  policy,  based  on  the  four  corner- 
stones of  integritv,  authority,  accuracv  and 
independence.  The  Chemist  and  Drug- 
gist has,  during  the  past  ninety  years, 
sought  to  serve  all  sections  ofpharmacy  and 
the  drug  trade." 

Mr.  Brocklchurst  in  Huddcrsfield. — 
Speaking  at  a  meeting  of  Huddersfield 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  re- 
cently. Mr.  E.  A.  Brocl<lehurst  (a  member 
of  the  Society's  Council)  described  the  pro- 
gress of  negotiations  for  c^iemists'  terni<; 
under  the  National  Health  Service  and  thr 
data  which  had  been  collected  to  support 
the  chemists"  case.  To  demand  too  high 
a  fee  might,  he  thought,  cause  the  Minister 
to  look  elsewhere  for  a  dispensing  service. 
Referring  to  the  Council's  education 
policy,  Mr.  Brocklehurst  said  he  had  been 
one  of  the  "  crazy  gan.g  "  which  had  op- 
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posed  the  original  scheme.  The  amended 
scheme,  introducini?  a  two-year  final  course 
but  leaving  the  introduction  of  a  three-year 
course  for  future  discussion,  was  more 
reasonable.  Lack  of  entrants  to  pharmacy 
was  a  source  of  worry:  in  1947  there  had 
been  a  net  increase  of  only  four  names  on 
the  register.  Asked  whether  holders  of  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  qualification  would 
automatically  become  Ph.C.s  after  1951,  he 
replied  that  such  a  change  would  mean 
altering  the  Society's  Charter.  The  idea 
of  "  technicians,"  he  told  another  ques- 
tioner, was  Mr.  Linstead's  own  and  had  no 
official  backing.  Mr.  Malcolm  Peel  sug- 
gested that  Mr.  Linstead  should  submit 
drafts  of  his  speeches  to  the  Council  before- 
hand.  A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speaker  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  G.  Greenwood. 

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

Belgian  Chemical  Exhibition.  —  The 

first  Belgian  exhibition  of  pure  and  applied 
chemistry  is  to  be  held  at  Charleroi, 
September  4-20.  One  day  is  to  be  devoted 
to  conferences  on  pharmaceutical  chemistry. 

Mesons  Produced  in  Laboratory. — 
Workers  at  the  University  of  California, 
Berkeley,  U.S.A.,  have  isolated  meson  par- 
ticles by  the  use  of  a  powerful  cyclotron. 
One  of  the  workers.  Dr.  Lattes,  worked  pre- 
viously for  two  years  in  Bristol,  England, 
studying  techniques  for  observing  cosmic 
rays. 

Decline  in  U.S.  Retail  Sales.  —  Retail 
sales  in  the  U.S.  of  perfumes  and  cosmetics 
and  toilet  preparations  other  than  soaps,  de- 
clined by  2.6  per  cent,  in  1947.  the  first 
year-to-year  drop  for  ten  years.  Sales  were 
valued  at  $682  millions,  against  $699  mil- 
lions in  1946  and  $659  millions  in  1945. 
Smaller  sales  of  the  lower  price  category 
products  reflecting  the  higher  cost-of-living 
accounted  for  the  greater  part  of  the 
decline. 

Herb     Doctors     Seek     Kccognition. — 

Headed  by  "  President-General  "  Law- 
rence S,  Khontsiwe,  the  "  African  National 
Herb  Doctors'  Association  of  South  Africa 
has  made  a  move  to  gain  official  status  for 
medicine  men  on  the  lines  of  the  South  .\fri- 
ran  Medical  Council,  i.e.,  as  a  recognised 
union  that  will  stop  "  amateurs "  from 
breaking  into  the  esoteric  business  of  "  root 
therapy."  A  deputation  led  by  Khontsiwe 
met  the  Johannesburg  Native  Commissioner 
recently,  and  said  they  would  have  a  copy 
of  their  constitution  ready  to  submit  to  him 
in  the  near  future.     The  commissioner  has 


asked  for  full  particulars  of  the  "  doctors  " 
on  the  committee,  together  with  informa- 
tion about  the  activities  of  the  medicine 
men,  how  they  arrive  at  diagnoses  and  what 
medicines  are  prescribed.  An  ofBcially 
recognised  body  of  herb  therapists  would 
at  once  represent  a  threat,  writes  a  corres- 
pondent, to  the  black  market  in  elephant 
heart,  locust  legs,  mamba  bones  and  rhino 
fat,  at  paesent  in  short  supply.  The  market 
among  r\fricans  for  herbs  is  considerable, 
one  African  herbalist  in  Durban  claiming 
that  his  daily  turnover  is  in  the  region  of 
£200. 

IRISH  NEWS 

Northern  Ireland  Statutory  Committee. 

— At  an  inquiry  held  in  Belfast  on  March 
by  the  Statutory  Committee  under  the 
Medicines,  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act 
(Northern  Ireland),  1945,  Jack  Daly  & 
Co..  Ltd.,  60  Mill  Street,  Newry,  co. 
Down,  were  disqualified  for  two  years  from 
being  authorised  sellers  of  poisons.  The 
inquiry  followed  a  prosecution  at  Newry 
Petty  Sessions  on  July  16,  1947,  at  which 
the  company  was  fined  40s.  and  costs  for 
unlawfully  using  the  description  "  Chemists 
and  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  ;  40s.  and 
costs  for  carrying  on  business  in  poisons 
without  a  qualified  superintendent,  and 
£10  and  costs  for  carrying  on  a  business 
as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  at  premises  not 
under  the  personal  control  of  a  superinten- 
dent or  manager  or  assistant  who  was  a 
registered  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Mr. 
M.  B.  Davison.  LL.B..  for  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  said  the 
company,  incorporated  under  the  Com- 
panies Act  on  May  23,  1946,  to  carry  on 
business  as  chemists,  druggists,  etc.,  with 
Mr.  Joim  Joseph  Dalv  and  Mrs.  Teresa 
Daly  as  directors,  was  in  due  course  issued 
with  a  licence.  Miss  Anna  McCune,  Ph.C. 
being  notified  as  superintendent.  To  com- 
ply with  the  Act  it  vas  necessary  for  Miss 
McCune  to  be  a  director.  At  later  dates 
tile  names  of  Messrs.  Joseph  O'Hanlon, 
Ph.C.  and  John  J.  Daly.  Ph.C.  (not  the 
director),  were  given  as  superintendents. 
Neither  was  reported  to  the  Registrar  under 
the  Companies  Act  as  having  been  appoin- 
ted a  director,  and  tiie  pharmacy  inspector 
proceeded  to  make  inquiries,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  prosecution  being  brought. 
Announcing  tiie  Committee's  decision,  Mr. 
W.  F.  Patton.  K.C.,  said  it  was  rather  an 
impudent  offence  continuing  for  a  period 
of  nearly  two  years.  Disqualification  was 
the  least  penalty  that  could  be  imposed. 
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National  Health  Service  Queries 

The  space  allotted  to  National  Health 
Service  questions  in  last  week's  issue  is  full 
of  interest,  and  you  have  earned  our  thanks 
for  this  make-up.  The  subject  matter  of 
the  reports  indicated  and  of  the  editorial 
article  on  p.  341  falls  into  two  groups,  one 
relating  to  proprietors  of  phannacies,  the 
other  relating  to  their  employees.  Pro- 
prietors' queries  have  been  dealt  with  by 
Mr.  Mallinson  (p.  338),  Mr.  Linstead  (p. 
348),  and  correspondents  (p.  350).  With 
the  passing  of  the  weeks  leading  to  "  zero 
hour,"  these  queries  become  more  urgent. 
Mr.  Mallinson  was  able  to  set  some  doubts 
at  rest  by  stating  the  position  regarding 
surveys  of  (i)  pharmaceutical  practice  in 
England  and  Scotland  and  (2)  the  cost  of 
dispensing.  We  may  take  it  that  the 
Contractors'  Committee  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  will  conduct  its 
negotiations  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
armed  with  a  sufficient  array  of  facts.  Mr. 
R.  S.  Whitelaw's  fear  of  the  fading  out  of 
"  retail  pharmacy  as  we  know  it  "  will  not. 
I  think,  be  widely  shared.  Health  centres 
will  undoubtedly  be  set  up.  Whether  they 
will  conform  to  any  general  plan  I  do  not 
know  ;  but  in  any  case  they  constitute  an 
experiment  v/hich  will  have  to  be  cautiously 
proceeded  with  if  serious  waste  of  public 
funds  is  to  be  avoided.  While  this  experi- 
ment is  being  launched,  chemists'  shops 
will  have  their  doors  open  in  every  town 
(and  in  a  few  villages) :  a  marked  change 
in  shopping  habits  is  unlikely. 

Employees  in  the  N.H.S. 

N.H.S.  dispensing  by  unqualified  per- 
sons under  the  supervision  of  registered 
pharrnacists  is  an  issue  that  will  need  firm 
handling.  As  Mr.  Linstead  pointed  out, 
many  doctors'  dispensers  are  likely  to  be- 
come available  to  pharmacy.  The  question 
will  then  arise  as  to  the  possession  of  an 
Apothecaries'  HaN  certificate  by  them.  It 
cannot  be  assumed  that  every  such  appli- 
cant for  employment  in  dispensing  will 
aheady  be  furnished  with  one,  though  we 
may  hope  that  most  of  them  will.  Obviously 
it  will  be  better  for  pharmacists  to  have 
help  from  people  who  have  done  some  dis- 
pensing, of  whatever  type  it  may  have 
been,  than  from  people  who  have  done 
none.  I  agree  with  the  suggestion  that  a 
register  of  such  technicians  (if  that  is  to 
be  their  title)  should  be  set  up.  By  what 
body  this  register  should  be  prepared  and 
kept  is  a  separate  question.    In  his  judg- 


ment in  the  well-known  test  case  in  1920, 
Mr.  Justice  Peterson  held  that  there  was 
no  valid  objection  to  the  provision  and 
maintenance  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  an  employment  register  and  a  register 
of  unsatisfactory  employees.  Though  there 
may  be  a  distinction  between  an  employ- 
ment register  and  a  register  of  "  dispensing 
technicians,"  the  former  phrase  seems  to 
me  to  include  the  latter.  It  may.  of 
course,  be  argued  that  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union,  as  the  negotiating  body 
(through  a  committee)  for  panel  chemists, 
should  prepare  and  keep  the  proposed 
register.  Delegate  conferences  of  the 
Union  and  of  the  Society  may  wish  to  con- 
sider this  point. 

Many  Resolutions 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  has  acted  generously  in  accepting 
so  many  resolutions  (p.  344)  for  discussion 
at  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  to 
be  held  on  May  20.  However  ingeniously 
they  are  worded,  several  of  these  motions 
are  old  war-horses — or  should  it  be  hobby- 
horses? This  is  so  evident  that  I  need 
not  give  an  example.  The  chief  interest 
of  these  paragraphs,  as  I  read  them,  lies 
in  those  dealing  with  future  meetings  of 
the  same  kind.  From  Westmorland  comes 
the  suggestion  that  "  all  "  these  gatherings 
should  be  held  "  in  a  convenient  centre  of 
the  country  like  Manchester."  By  this  is 
meant,  presumably,  that  less  time  would  be 
consumed  and  less  expense  incurred  if  a 
large  city  or  town  approximately  half-way 
between  the  north  and  south  boundaries 
of  Great  Britain  were  chosen  as  the  venue. 
I  see  no  reason  why  London  should  in- 
variably ■  be  the  place  for  these  delibera- 
tions ;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  cannot,  in 
present  circumstances,  take  place  else- 
where, and  that  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference  city  or  town  provides  a  second 
centre  at  another  time  of  year.  Taking  a 
long  view  of  the  question,  time  and  expense 
should  level  out  in  the  great  majority  of 
cases.  This  resolution  is  closely  related  to 
the  one  from  West  Glamorgan  asking  that 
representatives'  "  reasonable  expenses  "  for 
attendance  at  these  conferences  should  be 
paid  by  the  Society.  In  these  days  of  high 
fares  and  increased  hotel  charges  there  is 
much  to  be  said  for  the  request :  the  next 
point  is,  "  What  are  reasonable  expense."??  " 
Some  limit  for  them  would  have  to  be  laid 
down.

INQUESTS 

Benzene  Explosion.  —  At  a  resumed 
inquest  in  London  recently  on  three 
employees  of  A.  Boake,  Roberts  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  who  were  killed  in  an  explosion  at  the 
company's  works  (see  C.  &  D.,  i947.n. 
494),  the  plant  manager  stated  that  ben- 
zene vapour  was  escaping  from  three 
absorbers,  but  the  point  of  ignition  was 
questionable.  Every  precaution  had  been 
taken.  Verdicts  of  death  by  misadventure 
were  returned. 

Doctor  Advocates  Aspirin  Control. — 
At  an  inquest  at  Ealing.  Middlesex,  re- 
cently, on  a  woman  who  had  died  after  tak- 
ing an  overdose  of  aspirin,  Dr.  P.  M.  Ploye 
(medical  officer  of  the  West  Middlesex 
Hospital)  expressed  concern  at  the  number 
of  cases  of  aspirin  poisoning  that  were  being 
received  at  the  hospital.  He  said  that  it 
seemed  unwise  to  allow  the  public  to  buy 
unlimited  quantities  of  a  drug  which  was 
apparently  innocuous  but  turned  out  to  be 
"  very  dangerous  indeed."  The  Coroner 
replied  that,  although  there  were  a  number 
of  household  remedies  that  were  dangerous 
if  taken  to  excess,  he  did  not  know  whether 
the  authorities  would  be  able  to  do  any- 
thing. A  verdict  of  "  Accidental  death  ' 
was  recorded.

THE  WEEK  IN 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press 

In  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  lo 
Mr.  Ernest  Jay  (Economic  Secretary  to 
the  Treasury)  told  Mr.  D.  W.  T.  Bruce 
that  capital  issues  consented  to  by  the 
Treasury  from  June  1946  to  February 
1948  for  companies  dealing  in  chemicals, 
drugs  and  dyes  amounted  to  £24,765,000, 
and  for  food  manufacturers,  £6,363,000. 

Merchandise  Marks 

Mr.  Skeffington-Lodge  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  March 
1 1  what  action  his  department  had  taken 
to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Mer- 
chandise Marks  Acts  were  complied  with 
by  traders  and  others  responsible  for  the 
insertion  of  advertisements  in  the  Press. 

Mr.  Harold  Wilson  :  Action  is  con- 
stantly being  taken  by  publicity,  explana- 
tion, advice  and  warning  to  ensure  com- 
pliance with  the  requirements  by  traders 
and  others.  Where  the  public  interest  is 
involved,  the  Board  of  Trade  is  em- 
powered to  prosecute,  and  has  done  so  on 
many  occasions,  but  it  is  open  to  any  per- 
son to  initiate  proceedings. 

Production  Census  Complaints 

The  Census  of  Production,  and  the  com- 
plaints of  manufacturers,  were  raised  in  a 
question  by  Mr.  Ralph  Assheton,  who 
asked  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
on  March  11  if  he  had  any  statement  to 
make  about  the  complaints.  Mr.  Harold 
•  Wilson  replied  that  most  firms  had  com- 
pleted and  returned,  without  complaint, 
their  1946  partial  Census  of  Production 
schedules.  "  Only  a  very  small  minority 
have,  in  spite  of  reminders,  failed  to  send 
in  their  returns,  and  in  some  cases  have 
made  comments  on  the  length  of  the 
schedules.  The  questions  are  necessarily 
more  numerous  in  schedules  which  cover 
many  sections  of  a  trade,  but  only  a  pro- 
portion need  be  answered  by  any  one  firm. 
I  am  satisfied  that  the  work  involved  in 
completing  the  schedules  is '  more  than 
justified  by  the  value  of  the  information 
elicited." 

Paper  for  Wrapping 

Mr.  P.  Daines  asked  on  March  1 1  what 
measures  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  was  taking  to  secure  economy  in  the 
use  of  paper  for  wrapping  in  the  shops,  in 
view  of  the  shortage  of  paper  for  export 
packing  and  other  important  purposes. 
Mr.»  Wilson  said  he  regretted  that  it  had

been  necessary  to  reduce  considerably  the  > 
allocations  of  paper  for  general  wrapping 
purposes  in  the  home  market.  He  would 
be  reluctant  to  reintroduce  the  war-time 
prohibition  on  the  use  of  paper  for  retail 
wrapping,  and  had  decided  instead  to  rely 
on  the  common  sense  and  public  spirit  of 
everyone  concerned.  He  appealed  to  shop- 
keepers to  use  as  little  paper  as  possible 
and  to  the  public  to  accept  the  inconven- 
ience. 

LEGAL  REPORT 

M.P*s.  Appeal  Allowed. — The  Court  of 
Criminal  Appeal  has  allowed  the  appeal 
and  quashed  the  conviction  of  Mr.  David 
Weitzman,  M.P.,  who  had  been  convicted 
at  the  Central  Criminal  Court  with  Mr. 
Adrian  Weitzman,  Mr.  Joseph  West,  Mr. 
Ellis  Philip  White,  and  Mr.  Alfred  Stafford 
Northcott,  on  a  charge  of  conspiring  to 
contravene  orders  for  the  control  and 
limitation  of  manufacture  and  supply  of 
toilet  preparations  (see  C.  &  D.,  1947. II. 
562).  The  Court  reserved  judgment  in  the 
case  of  the  other  four  appellants  on  legal 
questions  raised  regarding  the  form  of  the 
indictment,  and  will  give  judgment  later. 
The  Lord  Chief  Justice  thought  it  right 
to  deal  at  once  with  the  case  of  Mr.  David 
Weitzman  because  it  had  been  obvious  all 
through  that  the  case  against  him  depended 
on  entirely  individual  considerations.  It  was 
different  from  start  to  finish,  and  was  recog- 
nised to  be  so  by  the  prosecution.  The 
Court  desired  to  say  that  there  was  no  case 
against  Mr.  David  Weitzman  and  there 
never  had  been,  which  meant  that  the  con- 
viction against  him  would  be  quashed.  The 
Court  had  looked  in  vain  to  discover  that 
Mr.  David  Weitzman  had  been  a  party  to 
any  such  conspiracy.  He  was  the  eldest 
brother  of  a  family  of  brothers  and,  on 
the  uncontradicted  evidence,  it  appeared 
that  he  had  been  a  very  good  brother.  He 
had  financed  them  in  their  business,  but 
had  no  control  or  concern  in  the  business 
of  his  brothers.  There  came  a  time  when 
the  indebtedness  to  him  amounted  to 
£7,600,  and  he  took  a  debenture  in  the 
company  which  gave  him  a  first  charge  on 
its  assets.  The  company  got  into  serious 
difficulties  and  a  liquidator  was  appointed.

CENTURY  OF  BRITI 

OPTICAL  glass  —  "  durable,  more, 
homogeneous  than  any  other  manu- 
factured material,  highly  transparent 
and  with  the  ability  to  maintain  a  surface 
accurate  to  a  few  wavelengths  " — has  been 
made  in  England  since  1848.  In  that  year 
Georges  Bontemps,  a  leader  among  glass 
technologists  in  France,  left  that  country 
for  England  owing  to  political  events  in 
his  country,  and  entered  into  an  agree- 
ment to  carry  out  the  manufacture  of 
optical  glass  for  Chance  Bros.  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Smetliwick,  Birmingham.  It  was  not  the 
company's  first  contact  with  Bontenips,  nor 
its  first  interest  in  optical  glass,  for  in  1837 
Lucas  Chance  underwent  a  course  of  in- 
struction in  manufacturing  technique  under 
Bontemps,  and  in  1838  he  took  out  an  Eng- 
lish patent  for  a  process  devised  originally 
by  the  Swiss  technologist  Guinand,  Bon- 
temps' own  mentor  of  ten  years  earlier. 

Recipe  for  Homogeneity 

Guinand  had  pioneered  experiments  to 
produce  a  glass  of  the  same  composition 
throughout  its  mass — an  obvious  basic  re- 
quirement in  optical  glass.  He  found  that 
the  lack  of  homogeneity  could  be  overcome 
by  a  stirring  apparatus  within  the  crucible 
of  molten  glass,  by  means  of  which  the 
sand,  potash  and  lead  oxide  of  which  it 
was  composed  could  be  thoroughly  inter- 
mingled. 

For  various  reasons  the  company's 
patent  of  1838  had  little  practical  outcome 
until  Bontemps  arrived  at  Smethwick.  In 
June  1848,  under  his  direction,  a  new 
plant  was  set  up  at  Spon  Lane.  The 
standard  glasses  required  in  those  days. 
"  hard  crown  "  and  "  dense  flint ''  for  tele- 
scopes, and  "  soft  crown  "  and  "  Hglit 
flint  "  for  camera  lenses,  were  soon  avail- 
able,   and    in    April    1849    Bontemps  re-

ported  orders  from  London  opticians  to  the 
value  of  £250.  He  was  hapjjy  to  men- 
tion their  unanimous  approbation  of  the 
glass  they  received."  At  the  Great  Exhi- 
bition of  1 85 1  the  company  had  a  notable 
display  of  optical  glass,  including  a  q  in. 
achromatic  lens  worked  by  W.  Simms  and 
a  29  in.  disc  of  flint  glass,  2\  in.  thick  and 
weighing  some  200  lb.,  for  which  a 
Council  medal  was  awarded.  This  disc 
was  shown  again  at  Paris  in  1855  in  com- 
pany with  one  of  equal  size  of  crown  glass. 
Gross  profits  of  the  department  from  1851 
to  1865  averaged  some  £1,800  a  year,  and 
reached  a  maximum  of  £3,395  in  1864. 
Thereafter  there  was  a  decline,  profits  aver- 
aging about  £1,000  a  year  until  the  effect 
of  German  competition  became  apparent  in 
the  early  "nineties,  as  shown  by  reduced 
rates  of  profit  in  1891  and  1892.  and  an 
actual  loss  in  1893.  In  the  microscope  field, 
until  the  advent  of  Abbe's  lenses  from  Jena, 
Germany,  in  1886,  English  microscope  ob- 
jectives were  the  best  made. 

Delayed  Research  in  Britain 

In  England,  however,  no  research  activ- 
ity such  as  that  which  was  so  successfully 
applied  in  Germany  developed  until  mucii 
later.  The  Optical  SocietN-  was  not  formed 
until  1889,  no  organised  researcii  was  car- 
ried out  until  the  establishment  of  the 
British  Scientific  Instrument  Research 
Association  in  19 18.  and  no  university 
made  provision  for  training  in  technical 
optics  until  in  191 7  the  Imperial  College. 
Soutli  Kensington,  set  up  a  Department  of 
Optical  Engineering.  No  demands  are  re- 
corded to  have  been  made  on  Messrs. 
enhance  for  new  types  of  optical  glass,  and 
the  transition  from  an  art  to  a  science  was 
left  to  others  to  accomplish.  Despite  the 
fact  that  losses  began  to  be  incurred  it  was 
decided  not  to  abandon  the  manufacture 
of  optical  glass,  and  in  1895  a  beginning 
was  made  on  experimental  work  with  a 
view  to  providing  some  of  tlie  Jena  glasses. 
Research  work  proved  costly,  tiie  results  for 
the  year  1904  were  pronounced  disastrous, 
and  the  request  was  made  "  to  make  no 
more  experimental  meltings,  except  in  the 
laboratory."'  In  1909  Samuel  Lamb  be- 
came manager,  and  his  advent  resulted  in 
progress.  By  1914  it  was  possible  to  list 
some  twenty  types,  new  plant  was  installed, 
including  electric  annealing  kilns  and 
mechanical  stirring  of  the  glass. 

rju-  outbreak  of  \sar  in  19 14  caused  an 
t  noniious  demand  for  field  glasses,  cameras. 
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gun  sights  and  other  miUtary  instruments, 
and  for  the  first  three  years  of  the  war  the 
supply  of  optical  glass  lagged  seriously  be- 
hind demand.  New  furnaces  and  other 
equipment  were  put  in  hand  at  an  early 
date,  and  the  output  of  optical  glass  rose 
from  2, 600  lb.  for  the  first  half  of  19 14  to 
92,000  lb.  for  the  first  half  of  191 8.  The 
research  laboratory  came  into  full  operation 
in  June  191  7,  under  the  direction  of  F.  E. 
Lamplough.  Many  improvements  in  test- 
ing glasses  and  in  the  rapid  measurement 
of  indices  were  developed,  as  well  as  im- 
provements in  the  details  of  process  tech- 
niques. However,  on  the  return  of  peace, 
activity  fell  off  catastrophically,  and  stocks 
of  glass  accumulated  during  the  war  had 
to  be  written  down  substantially,  causing 
heavy  financial  loss.  •  Sales  touched  a  post- 
war low  of  3,500  lb.  in  1922,  and  the  Brit- 
ish optical  instrument  industry  was  only 
saved  from  complete  collapse  by  the  im- 
position of  the  Key  Industries  Duty  in 
1 92  I.  Prices  were  then  reduced  and  research 
work  was  continued  with  a  view  to  im- 
proving the  quality  of  the  product,  and 
particularly  to  meet  the  demand  for  new 
types  of  optical  glass  required  by  the  Brit- 


ish photographic  lens  manufacturers.  In 
1924  a  research  project  into  the  technique 
of  stirring  led  to  a  recognition  of  the  im- 
portance of  maintaining  the  lowest  possible 
glass  viscosity  during  the  stirring  process, 
which  in  turn  resulted  in  a  substantial  in- 
crease in  the  yield  of  usable  glass.  Produc- 
tion techniques  were  improved,  and  at  the 
Optical  Convention  in  1926  the  company's 
catalogue  gave  particulars  of  over  100  types 
of  glass.  Samples  exhibited  showed  excep- 
tional freedom  from  colour  and  bubbles. 
In  1932  the  company  acquired  the  Par- 
sons Optical  Glass  Co.,  Derby. 

A  Joint  Enterprise 

"935  it  was  announced  that  the 
Government  had  decided  to  increase  the 
output  of  Service  instruments  by  two-and- 
a-half  times.  More  instruments  meant 
more  glass,  and  the  directors  decided  to 
proceed  with  a  scheme  for  expanding  the 
optical  department. 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939,  a 
scheme  for  a  "  shadow  factory,"  which  had 
been  under  discussion  with  the  Admiralty 
some  months  previously,  was  put  into  effect. 
This  involved  taking  over  certain  build'ngs 
in  Pilkington  Bros.' 
sheet  -  glass  works 
at  St.  Helens,  and 
the  erection  of  a 
new  building.  A 
new  company  (Um- 
broc)  was  set  up  to 
operate  the  plant. 
Output  of  glass  at 
Snicthwick  and  at 
St.  Helens  in- 
creased by  leaps 
and  bounds,  and 
throughout  the  war 
the  rate  of  produc- 
tion was  in  excess 
of  the  rate  of  con- 
-uniption  by  the 
instrument  firms.

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AIDS  TO  EFFICIENC1 

AT  the  commencement  of  the  new 
National  Health  Service  in  July  the 
increase  in  dispensing  is  likely  to 
place  heavy  demands  on  existing  manpower 
in  pharmacy.  The  importance  of  time-  and 
labour-saving  devices  therefore  needs  little 
emphasis.  In  the  present  and  forthcoming 
issues  will  be  put  forward  a  series  of  ideas 
and  suggestions  that  have  been  adopted  by 
various  pharmacists  in  order  to  increase 
their  efficiency. 

A  Winchester  Adapter 

A  BOTTLE-FILLER  suitable  for  the  small- 
scale  packing  of  specialities  and  galenicals 
from  original  Winchester  bottles  was  des- 
cribed and  demonstrated  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing of  the  Norwich  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  by  Mr.  Guy  Robinson 
(chairman).  The  apparatus  is  claimed  to 
eliminate  waste,  and  be  rapidly  and  easily 
used.  It  is  easy  to  clean  (all  parts  are  of 
glass  or  chromium-plated  metal),  and  may 
be  used  for  viscous  liquids  and  oily  or 
aqueous  suspensions. 

Contents  Kept  Agitated 

A  40-OZ.,  80-OZ.  or  160-OZ.  container  is 
inverted  before  use  in  a  stand  18  in,  high. 
The  neck  of  the  container  is  fitted  with  a 
rubber  bung  bored  with  two  holes.  Round 
the  neck  of  the  container  is  passed  a  steel 
clip  (see  diagram) ;  the  loop  of  a  cord  is 
passed  over  the  two  free  ends  of  the  clip, 
stretched  tightly  over  the  bung,  and  fas- 
tened on  the  other  side  in  a  simple  friction 
hold-fast.  The  bung  is  thus  held  securely 
in  position.  Through  one  of  the  holes 
passes  an  air  inlet  consisting  of  i  in.  copper 
tubing  fitted  at  the  outer  end  with  a  small 
brass  tap  and  at  the  inner  end  with  a  small 
phosphor-bronze  ball-valve  to  prevent  any 
return  flow  of  liquid.  Through  the  second 
hole  passes  a  short  length  of  ^  in.  copper 
tubing,  its  inner  end  flush  with  the  bung 
and  its  outer  end  fitted  with  a  brass  tap 
and  tapering  tube  to  enable  containers  of 
any  size  upwards  from  ^  oz.  to  be  filled. 

In  operation,  the  flow  of  liquid  from  the 
outlet  tube  causes  air  to  be  drawn  through 
the  inlet,  and  the  rising  air  bubbles  cause 
a  considerable  circulation  of  the  liquid  in 
the  container.  Even  suspensions  such  as 
calamine  lotion  are  kept  constantly  agi- 
tated. The  container  may  be  drained  to 
the  last  drop.  For  viscous  fluids,  a  low- 
pressure  air  supply  is  led  to"  the  air  inlet 
tube.  A  rubber  bulb  may  be  used  but, 
more    conveniently,    a    fairly  continuous

supply  of  compressed  air  may  be  obtained 
by  connecting  a  motor  car  foot  pump  to  a 
4-gall.  oil  drum  fitted  with  a  Schrader 
valve  and  a  suitable  outlet  tap.  The 
apparatus  is  so  contrived  that  it  can  be

broken  down,  for  easy  cleaning,  into  small 
units.  The  straight  tubes  may  be  cleaned 
with  a  bottle  brush  and  the  slightly  bent 
air-way  with  a  pipe  cleaner.  The  ball 
valve  unit  can  also  be  dismantled  for  clean- 
ing after  use  with  viscous  liquids  (e.g. 
tragacanth  hair  creams)  which,  if  allowed 
to  dry,  might  clog  the  valve.

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Action  Overdue 

The  secretary  of  the  National  Pharmaceu- 
tical Union  explained  at  Ilford  on  March  2 
(C.  &  D.,  March  13,  p.  338)  the  procedure 
that  is  to  be  adopted  for  ensuring  that 
terms  of  remuneration  negotiated  with  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  dispensing  services 
under  the  National  Health  Service  have  the 
agreement  and  backing  of  the  contractors. 

First,  the  terms  are  to  be  "  fully  ex- 
plored "  with  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Secondly,  they  are  to  be  communicated  to 
Pharmaceutical  Committees.  Finally,  after 
there  has  been  time  to  study  them,  a  con- 
ference of  representatives  of  N.P.U. 
branches  and  Pharmaceutical  Committees 
will  be  called  formally  to  ratify  or  reject 
the  terms  proposed.  Such  a  scheme  takes 
time  to  carry  through,  and  pharmacists 
generally  are  becoming  a  little  restive  ;  they 
want  to  know  how  far  the  "  explorations  " 
have  progressed.  If  the  outcome  is  not 
made  known  months  in  advance  of  July  5, 
so  little  time  will  be  available  for  considera- 
tion and  discussion  that  contractors  may  get 
stampeded  into  rash  acceptance  or  equally 
precipitate  rejection. 

What  has  been  holding  up  a  pronounce- 
ment on  the  subject?  According  to  Mr. 
Mallinson,  two  things.  There  is  first  the 
survey  of  dispensing  costs  carried  out  for 
the  Joint  Committee.  Yet  it  is  known  that 
the  "  Roskill  report,"  as  it  is  called,  has 
been  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  for 
some  little  time.  A  few  chance  hints  that 
have,  in  fact,  been  let  out  by  speakers  "  in 
the  know  "  have  proved  far  more  unfortu- 
nate than  would  have  been  the  publication 


of  the  full  report  or  of  a  statement  upon 
it.  This  it  is  believed  the  N.P.U.  reso- 
lutely refuses  to  allow. 

The  second  factor  causing  delay  is  the 
report  of  the  Working  Party  set  up  to 
examine  the  relative  economic  conditions 
affecting  pharmacy  North  and  South  of  the 
border.  Quite  understandably  the  Scottish 
pharmacists  have  demurred  in  advance  at 
any  possible  surrender  of  their  present 
favourable  rates  of  remuneration,  but  it  is 
unfortunate  that  their  insistence  should 
have  been  the  cause  of  all-round  delay.  In 
the  event,  it  may  probably  be  found  that 
conditions  are  not  so  diflerent  in  the  two 
countries  that  widely  divergent  rates  need 
be  perpetuated.  Even  when  that  question 
is  settled,  however,  it  does  not  take  the 
matter  beyond  basic  principles.  What  che- 
mists everywhere  are  demanding  is  detailed 
and  concrete  information.  Not  until  they 
have  this  in  their  hands  will  they  be  able 
to  decide  (a)  whether  to  enter  or  remain 
outside  the  Service  and  (b)  whether  they 
will  be  justified  in  laying  out  capital  on 
alterations  to  prernises  to  meet  the 
expected  increase  in  prescriptions.  It  is  all 
very  well  for  Mr,  Linstead  to  describe  what 
he  would  do  in  preparation  for  "  the  day," 
for  some  contributors  to  our  correspondence 
columns  to  be  "  shocked  "  that  dispensaries 
are  not  being  enlarged,  and  for  Mr,  Mallin- 
son to  describe  as  "  disheartening  "  the  fact 
that  some  pharmacists  are  unenthusiastic 
about  the  prospects.  Some  may  not  have 
the  capital  for  structural  alterations  and 
must  wait  for  information  in  order  to  secure 
such  credit  as  may  be  necessary.  Even 
those  who  could  afford  to  go  ahead  today 
are  entitled  to  know  whether,  if  they  do 
so,  they  will  get  a  reasonable  return  on 
their  money. 

What  scraps  of  "  comfort "  chemists 
have  been  accorded  so  far  by  their  leaders 
have  not  been  entirely  reassuring.  Mr. 
Mallinson  points  to  the  decision  to  dis- 
continue bottle  deposits  and  to  the  recently 
negotiated  30  per  cent,  oncost  on  ingre- 
dient costs  as  evidence  of  the  Ministry's 
goodwill  towards  pharmacists.  Both  are 
good  in  their  way,  so  long  as  the  contract 
for  dispensing  remains  a  minor  part  of  the 
business,  and  a  part,  moreover,  that  brings 
customers  into  the  shop  for  other  goods. 
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When  National  dispensing  becomes  the 
mainstay  of  the  business,  however,  phar- 
macists may  be  in  a  bad  way  unless  re- 
muneration is  on  an  altogether  higher  level. 
Mr.  Mallinson  declares  that  there  is  no  sug- 
gestion that  present  N.H.I,  rates  will  be 
continued.  Almost  in  the  same  breath 
he  speaks  of  N.H.S.  as  being  "  a  valuable 
second  string  to  the  chemist's  bow."  Second 
string?  What  chemists  fear  is  that  the 
quiverful  of  arrows  they  have  handled  in 
the  past  will  be  replaced  by  a  single  bolt. 
Once  that  were  shot,  what  then? 

At  another  meeting  (C.  &  D.,  March  13, 
p.  327)  Mr.  W.  J.  Tristram  (a  member  of 
the  N.P.U.  Executive  and  of  the  Society's 
Council)  advised  N.P.U.  members  to  send  in 
appropriate  complaints  and  resolutions  to 
lieadquarters.  If  information  is  not  very 
speedily  forthcoming  from  the  Contractors' 
Committee  (which  has  the  negotiations  in 
hand),  the  letter-box  at  Queen  Square  is 
likely  to  become  choked  with  communica- 
tions from  members  who  have  taken  his 
advice  quite  literally. 

Rhei  Rhizoma  Elect. 

Pharmacognosists  are  not  yet  agreed  on 
which  of  the  two  dozen  or  so  species  of  the 
genus  Rheum,  or  their  numerous  hybrids, 
is  the  source  of  Shensi  rhubarb.  Phamia- 
cists,  on  the  other  hand,  were  in  pre-war 
years  unanimous  in  their  preference  for  the 
Shensi  rather  than  the  Canton  (common  or 
rough-round)  variety,  whilst  "  high-dried  " 
was  used  only  when  the  other  varieties  were 
not  available.  During  the  war  years  and 
subsequently,  the  rhubarb  that  was  im- 
ported into  the  United  Kingdom  was  all  of 
the  Canton  and  high-dried  kinds,  and 
often,  until  recently,  also  of  poor  quality. 
The  reason  for  the  continued  absence  of  the 
"  northern  "'  rhubarb,  grown  in  Kukunor 
(Tibet)  and  the  neighbouring  Chinese  pro- 
vince of  Kansu,  and  bought  by  the  mer- 
chants of  Shensi,  has  been  the  communal 
strife  that  still  divides  China.  Trading 
junks  are  few  in  number  on  the  main  water- 
ways of  the  Han-kiang  and  the  Yang-tse 
rivers  which  convey  goods  to  tlie  port  of 
.Shanghai.  Two  weeks  ago  it  was  reported  in 
this  journal  (p.  320)  that  Shensi  rhubarb 
was  again  available  on  the  London  market : 
an  assorted  parcel  of  rounds  and  flats,  seven 


cases  in  all  (rather  less  than  one  ton)  had 
arrived  from  Shanghai.  The  material  is 
sound,  has  a  good  yellow  coat,  and  a  pink 
and  characteristically  "  nutmeggy  "  frac- 
ture, and  it  was  expected  that  the  long  un- 
satisfied demand  for  high-quality  rhubarb 
would  quickly  clear  the  small  consignment 
that  came  in.  That,  however,  has  not 
happened.  Reasons  for  the  lack  of  interest 
are  a  little  hard  to  find.  Has  a  generation 
grown  up  in  the  drug  trade  which,  so  long 
accustomed  to  the  second-grade  article,  is  no 
longer  able  to  recognise  the  superior  quality 
of  Shensi?  Or — what  is  more  likely — has 
the  market  for  a  rhubarb  in  cut  pieces  dis- 
appeared? Because  of  its  more  uniform 
shape  and  fracture,  Shensi  rhubarb  was  pre- 
ferred for  the  preparation  of  the  small 
trimmed  pieces  that  formerly  had  a  ready 
sale  in  the  industrial  areas,  and  particularly 
the  mining  districts,  of  the  north  of  Eng- 
land. In  colliery  areas  the  miners  bought 
it  for  chewing.  For  the  production  of  pow- 
dered rhubarb  the  Canton  variety,  which 
is  relatively  cheaper,  is  regarded  as 
adequate. 

A  PHARMACISrS 
ANTHOLOGY 

It  sometimes  appears,  on  looking  back, 
that  my  mother  must  have  spent  some  of 
the  best  years  of  her  life  in  rubbing  father's 
chest  with  turpentine  and  hot  olive  oil.  .  .  . 
He  had  a  passion  for  physic,  and  poured 
into  his  inside  such  a  quantity  and  variety 
of  it  with  no  ill  effects  tliat  at  last  we  be- 
came convinced  that  he  had  the  strongest 
constitution  of  us  all.  Father  would  take 
one  kind  of  physic  for  his  chest,  another  for 
his  rheumatism,  a  third  for  his  kidneys,  and 
a  fourth  for  his  bowels.  He  would  fre- 
quently take  two  different  kinds  at  the 
same  time  for  the  same  complaint.  Some- 
times he  took  a  physic  that  promised  to 
cure  a  complaint  that  he  had  never  had  at 
all.  He  believed  in  being  on  the  safe  side  ; 
it  was  a  form  of  insurance— he  might  have 
liad  it !  Once,  so  my  mother  told  us  with 
faint  surprise,  he  drank  some  of  one  of  the 
babies"  dill-water.  Despite  this  rigorous 
dosing.  Father  remained  one  of  the 
healthiest  men  we  knew.  When  he  did 
become  ill,  at  the  age  of  sixty-five,  it  was 
from  diabetes,  a  disease  he  and  tiie  doctor 
and  all  of  us  had  completely  overlooked.

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REPORT  ON  EXAMINATIONS  IN  SCOTLAND 


The  report  by  the  Privy  Council  Visitor 
on  the  examinations  held  in  Scotland  in 
1947  by  the  Scottish  board  of  examiners 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  records  that  432  candidates 
appeared  for  the  whole  Intermediate  exa- 
mination, of  whom  49.6  per  cent,  passed 
and  18.7  per  cent,  were  referred  in  one 
subject.  In  the  Chemist  and  Druggist 
examination  of  308  candidates  52.3  per 
cent,  passed  and  19.5  per  cent,  were  re- 
ferred in  one  subject.  Forty-one  candidates 
sat  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  exami- 
nation, of  whom  56.1  per  cent,  passed  and 
31.7  per  cent,  of  the  candidates  were  re- 
ferred in  one  subject. 

Low  Percentage  of  Passes 

Among  the  remarks  of  the  Visitor  (Pro- 
fessor D.  M.  Dunlop,  B.A.,  M.D.),  are  the 
following.  The  pass  list  throughout  the 
examinations  comprises  only  about  50  per 
cent,  of  candidates — an  unusually  low  per- 
centage for  pass  as  opposed  to  honours 
examinations.  The  large  number  of 
failures  is  not  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
examinations  are  in  any  way  conducted  on 
a  competitive  as  opposed  to  a  pass  basis. 
Nor  do  I  consider  that  the  standard  de- 
manded in  any  of  the  examinations  is  un- 
duly high.  The  standard  required  for  a 
pass  in  the  Intermediate  and  final  parts  of 
the  Chemist  and  Druggist  examination 
seems  to  me  to  be  perfectly  adequate  but 
not  excessive. 

The  standard  required  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Chemist  examination  is  consider- 
ably higher,  but  hardly  a  sufficient 
qualification  for  those  intending  to  adopt 
pharmacy  as  a  scientific  profession,  such 
as  hospital  dispensers,  pharmacists  to 
pharmaceutical  firms  and  principals  of 
large  pharmacies,  for  whom  a  high  quali- 
fication such  as  a  Fellowship  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  or  an  honours  Univer- 
sity degree  should  be  instituted.  I  believe 
the  continuously  high  percentage  of  failures 
in  all  parts  of  the  examinations  can  only 
be  ascribed  to  a  variety  of  causes,  for 
example  :  — 

(1)  The  examinations  are  external  and 
not  internal  examinations.  Failures  are 
always  greater  when  the  students  are  being 
tested  in  strange  surroundings,  and  by 
examiners  with  whose  idiosyncracies  and 
predilections  they  are  unfamiliar. 

(2)  The  examinations  are  entirely  written 
and  practical  and  there*is  no  oral  examina- 


tion. On  the  whole,  oral  examinations  are 
helpful  rather  than  the  reverse  to  candi- 
dates. Few  entrants  are  rejected  by  an  oral 
examination  if  they  have  done  well  other- 
wise, but  many  at  an  oral  examination  re- 
deem an  indifferent  previous  performance. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  five  or  ten  minutes 
spent  in  questioning  a  candidate  orally  is 
often  the  most  effective  way  of  coming  to 
a  reliable  conclusion  as  to  his  or  her  ability. 
In  borderline  cases  it  might  be  wise  to  con- 
sider a  short  oral  test. 

(3)  The  students  may  not,  on  the  aver- 
age, be  of  the  highest  calibre.  It  may  be 
that  young  men  and  women  who  have  done 
very  well  at  school  may  feel  that  medicine 
or  pure  science  offer  them  a  wider  scope 
and  fuller  prospects  than  pharmacy.  The 
calligraphy  and  English  in  many  of  the 
papers  suggests  a  defect  in  the  primary 
education  of  the  writers. 

(4)  The  teaching  in  some  of  the  schools 
of  pharmacy  may  not  be  of  the  highest 
standard.  I  was  led  to  believe  that  can- 
didates had  sometimes  been  taught  in  a 
drab  and  lifeless  way  to  memorise,  rather 
than  being  stimulated  to  understand  and 
correlate.  It  is  apparent  that  certain 
schools  are  much  more  successful  than 
others. 

Prescriptions  in  English 

It  is  unfortunate  that  pharmaceutical 
students  should  have  to  spend  time  in  learn- 
ing how  to  write  and  interpret  Latin  pre- 
scriptions, since  only  a  proportion  of  them 
have  ever  studied  Latin  at  school.  The 
slight  advantages  claimed  for  Latin  pre- 
scription writing  are  immeasurably  out- 
weighed by  its  disadvantages,  and  it  is  high 
time  prescriptions  were  written  in  English. 
Lastly,  it  is  unfortunate  that  young  phar- 
macists should  have  to  pass  a  special 
examination  in  the  deciphering  of  prescrip- 
tions written  by  members  of  a  learned  pro- 
fession. 

While  a  knowledge  of  plant  anatomy 
may  be  of  some  slight  importance  for  a  can- 
didate's future  studies  in  pharmacognosy, 
a  combined  broad  course  in  the  biologv  of 
living  things  would  be  of  much  more  fun- 
damental and  stimulating  educational 
value  than  the  learning  of  details  of  the 
morphology  of  fruits,  stems,  leaves  and  dog- 
fish. It  is  surprising  that  pharmacology  has 
practically  no  place  in  the  syllabus  of  study 
or  in  the  examination  for  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Chemist. 
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MEDICAL  WORK  OF  THE  MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH 

The  Deputy  Chief  Medical  Officer  describes,  at  an  Evening  Meeting  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  work  of  the  department's  medical  staff 


Sir  Weldon  Dalrymple-Cham'pneys  (De- 
puty Chief  Medical  Officer,  Ministry  of 
Health)  was  the  speaker  at  an  Evening 
Meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
London  on  March  ii,  Mrs.  J.  K.  Irvine 
(president)  in  the  chair.  The  speaker  said 
his  object  was  to  outline  the  work  for  which 
the  Ministry  existed  and  which  was  either 
unaffected  by  the  new  Health  Service  or 
would  be  merely  outwardly  modified  by  the 
new  mould  into  which  it  was  poured.  The 
multitudinous  tasks  with  which  the  Minis- 
try's medical  officers  were  daily  confronted 
included  :  — 

Epidemiology. — A  watchful  eye  had  to 
be  kept  on  the  precautions  for  preventing 
the  importation  of  infections  from  abroad. 
Only  constant  vigilance  accounted  for 
the  country's  complete  freedom  from  dis- 
eases such  as  plague,  cholera,  typhus,  rabies 
and  trachoma,  and  its  comparative  freedom 
from,  smallpox  and  typhoid  fever.  In  indi- 
genous infections  it  was  the  Ministry's  job 
to  provide  information,  analyse  facts  and 
draw  deductions  to  help  the  local  authori- 
ties in  planning  their  action. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. — The 
branch  was  a  good  example  of  devolution. 
Many  of  the  activities  of  the  Welfare 
Authorities  were  permissive.  Under  the 
National  Health  Service  Act  many  of  the 
duties  would  be  obligatory  and  the  work  of 
the  medical  officers  in  the  section  would 
consist  more  and  more  in  giving  advice  to 
the  welfare  authorities. 

Food  and  Nutrition. — -Problems  created 
by  rationing  were  not  the  least  difficult 
with  which  the  department  had  to  grapple. 
Some  food  responsibilities  were  being  trans- 
ferred to  the  Ministries  of  Food  and  Agri- 
culture, but  the  Ministry  of  Health  could 
not  dissociate  itself  from  those  problems. 
One  of  the  most  important  and  difficult 
tasks  was  assessment  of  the  state  of  nutri- 
tion of  the  population  and  the  influence 
upon  it  of  changes  in  diet.  The  small  staff 
of  the  section  kept  under  constant  review 
questions  such  as  priority  classes  for  cer- 
tain foods,  fortification  of  certain  articles 
of  diet  such  as  bread  and  margarine,  the 
effects  of  cooking  on  food  values,  education 
of  the  peoph^  in  good  methods  of  cooking, 
protection  of  milk  and  milk  products  from 
infection,  use  of  preservatives  in  food,  and 
the  contamination  of  foods  by  poisons  of 
bacterial  or  metallic  nature. 


Therapeutics. — An  increasing  propor- 
tion of  the  speaker's  time  was  occupied,  he 
said,  with  questions  connected  with  the 
manufacture  and  application  of  new  anti- 
biotics and  chemicals,  involving  consulta- 
tion with  the  Ministry  of  Supply  on  priori- 
ties for  materials  and  with  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  exports  ;  there  was  also  the  ques- 
tion of  control  of  production  under  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act,  if  appropriate, 
and  perhaps  under  the  Penicillin  Act, 
clinical  trials  to  be  arranged  through  the 
Medical  Research  Council,  questions  of 
publicity  to  be  settled,  and  so  on. 

International  Health. — At  present  a 
principal  medical  officer  was  almost  entirely 
entirely  occupied  in  attending  conferences. 

Medical  Intelligence.  —  The  section 
gave  information  to  the  medical  side  of  the 
Ministry  and  had  been  increasingly  used 
by  other  Government  Departments.  Pub- 
licity was  the  special  province  of  the 
Public  Relations  Division,  a  non-medical 
part  of  the  Ministry,  but  most  of  the  pub- 
licity sent  out  was  based  on  medical  advice. 

Environmental  Hygiene. — From  being 
the  fons  et  origo  of  the  Ministry's  prede- 
cessor (the  Local  Government  Board)  the 
subject  had  rather  faded  into  the  back- 
ground in  recent  years,  partly  because  of 
the  outstanding  success  with  which  its 
problems  have  been  tackled.  The  pace  at 
which  industry  and  mechanical  amenities 
of  life  were  developing  had  brought  its 
peculiar  perils.  Water  supplies  were  in 
constant  danger  from  increased  trade  efflu- 
ents, and  from  the  rapidly  increasing  de- 
mand for  water. 

Medical  Supplies. — Always  to  some 
extent  a  responsibility  of  the  department, 
both  for  the  National  Health  Insurance 
service,  the  arrangements  for  .v-ray  needs 
and  medical  supplies  under  the  Directorate 
of  Medical  Supplies,  Ministry  of  Supply, 
had  been  absorbed  into  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

Relations  with  Pharmacy 

Tile  speaker  enlarged  upon  the  relations 
of  his  Department  with  tiie  profession  of 
pharmacN'.  He  was  glad  to  think  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Liaison  and  Drug  Require- 
ments .Advisory  Committees  had  brought 
the  Ministry  into  closer  and  more  friendly 
contact  with  the  craft.  The  Ministry's  new 
Chief   Pharmacist  was  gradually  building 
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up  a  staff  at  the  Ministry  to  grapple  with 
the  increasing  and  varied  pharmaceutical 
work  for  which  he  was  responsible. 

Mr.  Victor  Reed,  in  the  discussion,  gave 
treatments  of  contagious  abortion  in  cattle 
that  had  been  in  vogue  in  his  youth,  in- 
cluding burning  the  offspring  and,  as  a  pre- 
ventive measure,  keeping  a  goat  among  the 
herd  of  cattle. 

Mr.  a.  Innes  asked  whether  any  treat- 
ment had  proved  of  value  in  treating  con- 
tagious abortion  in  cattle,  and  the  reply 
was  that,  apart  from  vaccinating  with  Si 9 
as  a  precautionary  practice,  the  speaker 
knew  of  little  that  could  be  effectively  done. 

Sir  Weldon  reassured  another  ques- 
tioner that  no  evidence  had  been  found  to 


support  the  suggestion  that  the  use  of 
aluminium  vessels  in  cooking  was  dele- 
terious to  health. 

Special  diets  ordered  by  medical  practi- 
tioners were  the  subject  of  another  question. 
The  speaker  pointed  out  that  the  subject 
was  dealt  with,  not  by  officials  of  the  Minis- 
try, but  by  a  special  committee  of  the 
Medical  Research  Council. 

Miss  Dalton  quoted  instances  of 
patients  with  infectious  diseases  leaving  hos- 
pitals before  they  had  been  pronounced  free 
from  infection.  The  speaker  said  that 
local  authorities  had  compulsory  powers  to 
prevent  patients  from  doing  so,  but  so  far 
as  he  knew  no  prosecution  had  ever  been 
brought. 


A  PENICILLIN  INJECTION  ROOM 


The  pharmacy  department  of  the  Dews- 
bury  Pioneers'  Industrial  Society,  Ltd.,  41 
Northgate,  Dewsbury,  Yorks,  has  recently 
been  granted  a  licence  to  dispense  sterile 
injections  of  penicillin  under  the  Thera- 
peutic Substances  Act,  and  the  sterile 
chamber  and  its  equipment  are  illustrated. 
The  chamber  is  finished  in  tiled  brick,  with 
a  terrazzo  floor,  oil-polished.  The  fittings 
are  coated  with  a  special  gloss  enamel,  with 
ceiling  finished  in  the  same  way.  Lighting 
is  by  fluorescent  lamps  designed  to  light  up 
the  sterile  room  itself  from  outside,  through 
a  glass  partition,  and  the  only  fittings 
within  the  chamber  are  a  bench  and 
"  screen  "  for  the  preparation  of  injections. 


Access  to  the  inner  room  cannot  be 
obtained  until  the  outer  door  is  closed,  and 
the  air  supply  is  by  suction  through  filters 
(designed  to  clear  the  air  completely  in 
three  minutes  and  to  provide  a  positive 
pressure  within  the  room,  thus  preventing 
access  of  extraneous  dust,  etc.).  The  depart- 
ment was  designed  by  the  superintendent 
chemist,  Mr.  B.  Pollard,  M.P.S.,  and  is 
under  his  supervision,  with  Mr.  F.  Kilburn, 
B.Pharm.,  Ph.C,  as  assistant.  Any  pharma- 
cist may  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  of 
the  department  to  have  penicillin  injections 
prepared.  Application  should  be  made  to 
Mr.  Pollard  at  the  address  given  at  the 
commencement  of  this  paragraph. 


STERILE  CHAMBER  FOR  PENICILLIN  INJECTIONS.  Finished 
in  tiled  brick,  with  oil-polished  floor,  and  white-enamelled  fit- 
tings, the  chamber  is  equipped  with  autoclaves,  refrigerator,  still, 
water  heater,  hot-air  oven,  and  screen.  The  outer  door  must 
be  closed  before  it  becomes  possible  to  open  the  inner  door. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL  SOCIETY  OF  IRELAND 


Mr.  p.  a.  Brady  (president)  was  in  the 
chair  at  the  March  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ire- 
land held  in  Dublin  on  March  9.  Also 
present  were  Messrs.  T.  C,  Scott  (vice- 
president),  J.  Gleeson  (treasurer),  G.  C. 
O'Neill,  H.  P.  Corrigan,  P.  Fullam,  M. 
Power,  R.  Daly,  C.  J.  Cremen,  J.  K. 
Whelehan,  P  Brooke-Kelly,  M.  Costello, 
F.  X.  Meagher.  T.  B.  O'Sullivan,  J.  A. 
O'Rourke  and  P.  C.  Cahill.  Apologies  for 
absence  were  received  from  Messrs.  F. 
Loughman  and  J.  P.  Kissane. 

The  President  suggested  that  the 
Council  should  send  its  congratulations  to 
the  new  Taoiseach  (Mr.  John  A.  Costello, 
S.C.)  on  his  election  as  head  of  the  Govern- 
ment. Mr.  Costello,  he  said,  had  been 
associated  with  the  Society  for  many  years 
as  its  senior  counsel.  The  C^ouncil  unani- 
mously agreed. 

Appeal  for  Leper  Colony 

The  Council  then  considered  a  letter 
from  Mr.  M.  Murphy,  M.P.S.,  58  Amer- 
sham  Close,  Davyhulme,  Urmston,  Lanes 
(master  of  the  Manchester  Branch,  Clath- 
olic  Pharmaceutical  Guild)  describing  the 
activities  of  his  branch.  Re-established 
for  only  a  year  since  its  lapse  during  the 
war  years,  said  the  letter,  the  branch, 
consisting  of  some  twenty  members,  had 
adopted  the  St.  Francis  Leper  Colony  in 
Uganda  and  had  promised  to  send  to  the 
Reverend  Mother  in  charge  a  regular  sup- 
ply of  drugs  and  dressings.  A  first  con- 
signment, consisting  of  sulphathiazole, 
sulphaguanidine,  sulphamezathiiie,  j)eni- 
cillin,  cod-liver  oil,  mepacrine  and  suit^ic  al 
dressings,  had  already  been  sent,  but  com- 
pared with  the  requirements  of  the  Leper 
Colony  the  amount  had  been  pitifully 
small.  Without  further  financial  assistance, 
the  next  consignment  might  have  to  be 
smaller  still.  Mr.  Murphy  appealed  to 
pharmacists  in  Eire  for  help  in  the  work. 
[Donations  may  be  forwarded  to  Mr. 
Murpliy  or  to  Mr.  T.  Byrne,  M.P.S. 
(tieasurer,  Manchester  Branch,  Catholic 
Pharmaceutical  Guild),  52  Russell  Road. 
Salford,  6,  Lanes.]  The  President  and 
Mr.  Meagher  pointed  out  that  the  Medi- 
cal Guild  associated  with  the  Pharniacy 
Branch  of  the  St.  Joseph's  Young  Priests" 
Society  was  engaged  in  similar  work  to 
that  outlined  by  Mr.  Murphy.  Th(> 
Council  would,  however,  give  the  appeal 
every  publicity,  and  wished  the  work  of 
the  Manchestei-  body  everv  success. 


Arising  from  the  Law  Committee's  re- 
port, the  Council  considered  at  length  the 
position  with  regard  to  the  Poisons  and 
Pharmacy  Act,  1908.  The  registrar  (Mr. 
James  G.  Coleman)  was  directed  to  ap- 
proach the  Society's  law  adviser  to  have 
representations  made  to  each  county 
manager,  and  to  the  chief  superintendent 
of  the  Civic  Guards,  urging  that  no  new 
licences  should  be  issued  under  the  Act. 
and  that  extreme  caution  should  be  used 
in  the  renewal  of  existing  licences.  It  was 
further  agreed  that  county  managers  and 
chief  superintendents  should  be  reminded 
that  there  were  today  pharmacists  in  vir- 
tually every  town  and  rural  area  in  the 
State,  and  that  there  was  no  longer  need 
to  grant  licences  for  selling  poisons  to  per- 
sons not  properK-  qualified. 

The  report,  of  the  Schools  Committee 
was  submitted  and  approved.  It  was  de- 
cided to  set  up  an  election  committee  to 
be  concerned  with  the  candidature  of  Mr. 
Frank  Loughman  for  the  Senate  election.

The  Council  then  received  from  the 
Benevolent  Fund  Dance  Committee  a  dele- 
gation consisting  of  Mr.  P.  G.  Redmond 
(chairman),  Miss  C.  Gaffney  (secretary) 
and  Miss  B.  Fullam  (treasurer).  Mr. 
Redmond  said  he  was  glad  to  report  that 
the  proceeds  from  the  annual  Benevolent 
Fund  dance  held  on  December  9,  1947  (see 
'C.&  D.,  1947. II. 758)  had  proved  a  record, 
although  the  standard  set  in  previous  years 
had  been  high.  Subscriptions  had  de- 
creased by  £50,  while  the  expenses  of 
arranging  the  dance  had  all  increased. 
Although  it  had  not  seemed  up  to  the  last 
minute  that  it  would  be  possible  even  to 
equal  the  figure  reached  in  the  previous 
year,  he  was  now  able  to  hand  over,  on 
behalf  of  the  Dance  Committee,  a  cheque 
for  £461,  the  biggest  ever.  It  was  regret- 
table, he  said,  that  there  were  some  800 
members  of  the  profession  who  did  not 
contribute  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  to  help 
less  fortunate  members.  Concluding,  he 
thanked  the  president,  members  of  the 
Council,  the  registrar,  and  Miss  McCarthy 
for  their  valued  assistance,  and  the  phar- 
maceutical Press  for  the  excellent  publicity 
given  to  the  dance.  The  committee  had 
been  delighted  to  welcome  at  the  dance 
Mr.  O.  F.  C.  Bromfield  (Editor,  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist)  who,  on  behalf 
of  his  publishers,  had  presented  a  hand- 
some subscription  to  the  fund. 

Previous  Record  Beaten 

The  President  expressed  the  Council's 
thanks,  to  the  Misses  Fullam  and  Gaffney, 
and  to  Mr.  Redmond,  for  the  handsome 
cheque  they  had  presented  to  the  fund. 
With  the  big  increase  in  expenses,  he  said, 
it  was  astonishing  that  the  committee  had 
been  able  to  exceed  even  the  figure  of  the 
previous  year.  It  was  disappointing  to 
find  that  the  same  people  did  the  work  or 
sent  subscriptions  every  year.  If  every 
one  of  the  800  members  mentioned  by  Mr. 
Redmond  had  subscribed  even  a  small  sum. 
the  Benevolent  Fund  would  indeed  be  one 
to  be  proud  of.  The  chairman  and  the 
members  of  his  committee  had  given  up 
many  valuable  hours  of  leisure,  and  their 
only  reward  had  been  the  realisation  that 
they  were  doing  a  fine  work. 

Mr.  Gleeson  said  the  size  of  the 
cheque  was  certainly  a  fine  achievement 
considering  the  rising  costs  and  the  falling 
off  in  subscriptions.  He  endorsed  the 
president's  appeal  to  those  members  who 


did  not  at  present  subscribe  to  the  fund. 
Mr.  Brooke-Kelly  said  he  was  wonder- 
ing what  could  be  done  to  reach  them. 
The  President  said  their  failure  to  sub- 
scribe was  in  no  way  due  to  the  Dance 
Committee,  which  had  sent  out  numerous 
and  well  directed  appeals.  In  reply  to 
Mr.  Costcllo,  Miss  Fullam  stated  that 
only  20-25  per  cent,  of  the  chemists  to 
whom  the  committee's  appeal  was  sent  had 
replied.  The  President  said  he  was 
proud  that  the  biggest  cheque  so  far  re- 
ceived had  come  during  his  own  year  of 
office.  He  hoped  that  his  appeal  to  the 
non-subscribing  chemists  would  have  good 
results.    The  deputation  then  withdrew. 

CHEMISTS  FEDERATION 

The  Chemists  Federation  Council  met  on 
March  4,  the  president  in  the  chair.  A 
report  from  the  C.F.  Propaganda  Commit- 
tee was  approved  and  adopted.  Details  of 
propaganda  for  March  were  arranged,  and 
a  report  received  of  the  recent  work  of 
the  outdoor  representative.  Of  eight 
applications  for  wholesaler  membership, 
six  were  rejected,  one  was  deferred  for 
further  consideration,  and  the  following 
was  accepted: — Rexall  Drug  Co.,  Ltd., 
Kirkewhite  Street,  Nottingham.  The  Coun- 
cil adopted  a  recommendation  of  the  Pro- 
paganda Committee  that  all  future  appli- 
cations for  wholesaler  membership  should 
be  accompanied  by  an  application  fee  of 
£2  2s.  Of  nine  applications  for  manufac- 
turer membership,  four  were  refused,  three 
deferred  for  further  discussion  on  formulas 
and  claims  made  for  some  of  the  products 
offered,  and  the  following  were  accepted  : 
— Branded  Pharmaceuticals,  Ltd.,  3  Little 
Russell  Street,  London,  W.C.i  (Pylatum 
throat  mints,  double  method  pile  treatment, 
ointment,  and  regulators,  wild  cherry  pas- 
tiles  and  aspirin  Rapide)  ;  and  Hirst,  Brooke 
&  Hirst,  Ltd.,  Sheepscar  Works,  Leeds.  7 
(all  eligible  proprietary  medicinal  prepara- 
tions and  proprietary  medical  and  surgical 
dressings).  The  following  additions  to 
schedules  of  existing  C.F.  agreements  were 
approved  : — Stemco,  Ltd.  (cream  of  Nujol 
with  phenolphthalein)  and  Carlton  Phar- 
maceutical Industries,  Ltd.  (Footbalm  and 
Sunbalm).  A  report  was  received  from  the 
president  and  secretary  on  a  recent  visit 
they  had  made  to  chemists  in  the  island  of 
Jersey.  Authority  was  granted  by  the 
Council  for  the  formation  in  Jersey  of  a 
local  C.F.  subcommittee,  to  consist  of  three 
retailers,  a  representative  of  a  C.F.  manu- 
facturer and  one  C.F.  wholesaler. 
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PRICES  AND  PROFITS 


In  a  report  sent  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  on  March  ii,  the  Federation  of 
British  Industries,  the  Association  of  British 
Chambers  of  Commerce  and  the  National 
Union  of  Manufacturers  submit  joint  pro- 
posals for  voluntary  limitation  of  prices, 
profits  and  dividends.  In  a  covering  note 
accompanying  the  report  it  is  explained 
that,  in  the  short  time  available,  since  the 
Chancellor  made  his  request  to  these 
organisations,  it  has  not  been  possible  to 
provide  a  complete  and  final  scheme. 
Nevertheless,  some  three  hundred  trade 
associations  have  been  approached  and 
these  "  substantially  supported  "  the  con- 
clusions reached.  The  proposals  will  be 
reflected  in  reduced  profits  and  the  profit 
reduction,  it  is  thought,  quite  indepen- 
dently of  the  increase  in  profits  tax,  will 
be  "  due  to  manufacturers  themselves  bear- 
ing an  increased  share  of  the  costs." 

Proviso  on  Wages 

The  conclusions  are  recommended  on 
the  understanding  that  the  Government 
will  implement  the  decision  to  stabilise 
wages,  in  accordance  with  the  White 
Paper,  and  that  there  will  also  be  a  gen- 
eral reduction  in  Government  expenditure. 
Principal  conclusions  are  set  out  as  follows  : 

Reduction  of  Prices  :  The  key  to  reduc- 
tion of  costs  and  prices  is  increased  pro- 
ductivity. We  recommend  to  all  in  indus- 
try a  determined  drive  to  secure,  by  greater 
efforts,  the  maximum  productivity  from 
the  plant  available.  We  strongly  urge 
that  everything  that  can  be  done  in  the 
way  of  price  reduction  should  be  an- 
nounced as  soon  as  possible  and  the  conse- 
quence faced  of  reduced  profits. 

Stabilisation  of  Prices  :  Manufacturers 
should  place  a  ceiling  on  selling  prices  at 
the  levels  ruling  today  without  any  reduc- 
tion in  quality,  subject  to  discretion  in 
exceptional  cases,  e.g.,  where  there  are 
increases  in  cost  entirely  outside  the  manu- 
facturers' control,  or  where  increases  in 
cost  that  have  already  taken  place  have  not 
yet  been  reflected  in  prices.  Export  price 
levels  will  require  complete  flexibility.  The 
costs  and  prices  of  all  goods  manufactured 
in  this  country  arc  dependent  upon  the 
prices  of  basic  commodities  and  services, 
including  fuel,  transport  and  local  rates, 
whicii  are  outside  tlie  control  of  manu- 
facturers. We  look  to  the  Government  and 
tiie  responsible  Authorities  and  Boards  to 
take  action  on  the  lines  recommended  for 
private  industry. 


Stabilisation  of  Dividends  :  Subject  to 
discretion  in  exceptional  cases — for  ex- 
ample,  new  businesses  and  those  which 
have  suffered  directly  from  the  effects  of 
concentration,  war  damage  or  enemy  occu- 
pation— the  gross  amount  distributed  by  a 
business  by  way  of  dividends  in  the  current 
year  should  not  exceed  the  gross  amount 
distributed  on  the  same  capital  in  its  last 
financial  year. 

It  is  urged  that  action  be  taken  im- 
mediately and  that  the  recommendations 
remain  in  operation  for  a  period  of  a  year. 
The  signatories  to  the  proposals  are :  Sir 
Frederick  Bain  (president  of  the  Federa- 
tion of  British  Industries),  Sir  .Arnold  B. 
Gridley  (president  of  the  Association  of 
British  Chambers  of  Commerce)  and  Sir 
P.  J.  Hannon  (president,  N.U.M.). 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer  on  March  I2,  Sir 
Frederick  Bain  gives  the  reaction  of  some 
580  of  the  largest  industrial  companies  in 
Britain  to  the  question  of  limitation  of  divi- 
dends referred  to  in  the  report.  At  that 
date  two-thirds  had  replied,  lepresenting 
private  and  public  companies.  Practically 
all  had  agreed  to  recommend  to  their  share- 
holders that  next  year  they  should  declare 
a  dividend  no  larger  than  had  been  de- 
clared on  the  same  amount  of  capital  in -the 
corresponding  period  in  the  previous 
twelve  months.

For  many  other 
lants  I  per  cent,  of  potassium  cyanide  and  i  per 
erit.  of  potassium  thiocyanate  appear  to  be  safe 
imits.  As  both  compounds^  however,  are  rapidly 
estroyed  in  the  soil,  application  of  flue  dust  to  the 
oil  some  weeks  before  sowing  the  crops  usually 
rovides  an  adequate  safeguard. 
Ice  Cream  Powder. — B.  S. — Ice  cream  powder 
may  be  made  to  the  following  formula :  —

Mix  well  and  sift.  To  prepare  ice  cream  this  quan- 
tity of  powder  should  be  mixed  with  one  pint  of 
milk  or  a  mixture  of  milk  and  water.  The  product 
is  then  boiled,  cooled,  and  then  put  in  a  freezer. 
Other  colourings  and  flavours  may  be  used.

Treatment  of  Furniture  Beetle. — E.C.H  .—The 
eradication  of  larvae  of  the  common  furniture  beetle 
{Anobium  puiutatiim),  has  not  yet  been  solved  satis- 
factorily. A  recommended  treatment,  however,  con- 
sists of  applying  an  insecticide  which  will  leave  a 
permanent  deposit  in  the  wood  deeply  inside  the 
infested  furniture.  For  this  purpose  the  use  of  a 
small  syringe  such  as  an  old  hypodermic  syringe  is 
recommended,  and  a  liquid  insecticide  could  be 
injected  into  the  flight  holes,  joints  and  cracks  in 
the  furniture  or  fittings.  The  task  is  often  less 
tedious  than  might  at  first  appear,  as  the  borings 
of  the  insect  intercommunicate.  Below  is  a  formula 
for  an  insecticide  which  might  be  tried  :  —

First  run  into  the  crutch  the  tallow  and  coconut 
oil,  and  bring  the  temperature  of  the  mass  up  to 
i40°-i6o°  F.  by  dry  steam.  Add  the  solution  of 
sodium  hydro.xide  and  continue  heating  with  occa- 
sional mixing  until  it  is  all  taken  up.  Then  gradu- 
ally add  all  but  about  5  per  cent,  of  the  solution 
of  potassium  hydroxide,  and  complete  the  saponi- 
fication. The  heat  is  then  turned  off,  the  crutch 
is  run,  and  the  stearic  acid,  previously  melted  by 
dry  steam  in  a  lead-lined  or  enamelled  vessel,  is  run 
in  in  a  continuous  stream  and  the  crutching  con- 
tinued for  fifteen  minutes  to  half  an  hour.  Samples 
are  then  taken,  cooled,  and  tested  with  alcoholic 
phenolphthalein  solution.  If  too  alkaline  more 
stearic  acid  is  added;  if  too  acid  more  caustic  potash 
from  that  previously  reserved.  After  each  addi- 
tion of  caustic  alkali  or  stearic  acid  the  mass  is 
crutched  from  10  to  15  minutes  longer,  another 
sample  is  taken,  cooled,  and  again  tested.  When 
the  phenolphthalein  shows  a  very  light  pink  after 
several  minutes,  the  soap  is  practically  neutral.  At 
this  point  a  better  test  is  to  dissolve  a  sample  in  hot 
neutralised  alcohol  made  by  putting  into  the  alcohol 
a  few  drops  of  phenolphthalein,  and  then  adding 
weak  alkali  drop  by  drop  from  a  burette  until  a 
slight  pink  tint  is  obtained,  and  noting  the  colour 
of  the  solution.  The  solution  should  show  a  vei-s- 
light  pink.  The  tragacanth,  previously  softened  in 
water,  may  then  be  crutched  in.  The  soap  is  then 
framed,  stripped  in  three  or  four  days,  dried  and 
milled.  The  product  is  a  shaving  soap  with  the 
desired  properties. 
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Paper  Economy

Health  Service  and  the  new  education  pro- 
posals has  raised  the  need  for  dispensing 
technicians.  Some  of  the  correspondents 
in  your  columns  recently  have  claimed 
recognition  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  dispensers  holding  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  certificate.  The  two  needs  could  be 
satisfied  by  the  introduction  of  associate 
membership  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
(.Assoc.    M.P.S.).     Such    a    diploma  could 


be  granted  to.  holders  of  the  "  Hall  "  cer- 
tificate, and  also  to  those  who  have 
reached  a  satisfactory  standard  in  the 
Chemist  and  Druggist  Qualifying  examina- 
tion but  who,  for  one  reason  or  another, 
have  not  successfully  completed  the  whole 
examination.  There  are  many  unqualified 
assistants  in  pharmacy  today  who  fall  into 
/he  latter  class :  they  have  served  an  in- 
dentured apprenticesliip.  have  passed  the 
Intermediate  examination,  and  have  com- 
pleted a  course  of  study  for  the  C.  and  D. 
examination.  Here,  surely,  are  the  "  dis- 
pensing technicians  "  fully  trained  and 
only  awaiting  recognition  in  some  appro- 
priate form.  Regulations  could  then  be 
framed  making  it  necessary  for  all  dispens- 
ing to  be  carried  out  by  an  individual 
holding  a  diploma  of  the  Society-.

Pharmacists  Under  N.H.S. 

Sir, — Althougii  I  am  one  of  those  phar- 
macists who  are  making  preparations  to 
cope  with  N.H.S.,  I  can  quite  understand 
the  misgivings  of  many  who  are  undecided. 
If  due  allowance  is  made  for  all  the  costs 
of  the  contractor  who  provides  the  service, 
N.H.I,  has  never  been  a  sound  business 
proposition.  Moreover  the  actual  wear 
and  tear,  mental  and  physical,  especially 
of  the  "  one  man  "  pharmacist  (whose 
business  would  not  allow  a  qualified  assist- 
ant) is  excessive.  We  are.  of  course,  at 
long  last,  receiving  "oncost"  and  an  in- 
creased fee.  but  considering  tiic  great  in- 
crease in  overheads  and  wages,  as  well  as 
the  depreciated  value  of  money,  are  we 
any  better  off?  Unless  we  receive  a  sub- 
stantial increase  in  fees  and  a  retention  fee, 
wf  shall   still  hr  poorly  rewarded  for  the 
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increased  outlay  and  responsibility  of 
supervising  more  (technical?)  staff.  The 
economic  state  of  the  country  is  such  that 
there  is  little  prospect  of  adequate  re- 
muneration and  to  my  mind  there  is  only 
one  sound  solution,  namely  the  limitation 
of  sale  of  all  substances  and  preparations 
in  the  B.P  and  B.P.C.  to  pharmacists.  Wo 
already  enjoy  (?)  the  privilege  of  distribut- 
ing poisons  and*  it  would  be  to  the  public 
advantage  that  the  privilege  were  extended 
to  all  official  medicines.  Monopoly  it 
would  be,  I  know,  but  one  that  would 
benefit  the  community  and  enable,  the 
pharmacist  to  provide  a  first-class  dis- 
pensing service  at  a  fraction  of  the  cost  of 
State  dispensaries — and  more  conveniently. 
Sorely  those  advantages  would  benefit  the 
great  majority  of  the  public.  We  could 
afford  to  compensate  the  grocers  by  re- 
linquishing non-pharmaceutical  products. 
We  should  then  face  the  future  with  con- 
fidence and  could  refit  our  premises,  take 
pride  in  our  service  and  remunerate  our 
staff  adequately.  Finally,  it  is  now  being 
deplored,  officially  and  otherwise,  that 
there  is  still  no  organisation  that  appeals 
to  the  non-proprietor  pharmacist.  May 
I  remind  all  concerned  tliat  if  the  Nat- 
ional Pharmaceutical  Employees'  Union 
(non-political  and  independent)  had  re- 
ceived the  support  of  the  Society  (the  same 
support  given  when  the  N.P.U.  was 
formed)  the  gap  would  now  be  filled.

Payment  of  N.H.I.  Accounts 

Sir, — I  am  forwarding  for  publication 
a  copy  of  a  letter  sent  by  the  Weston- 
super-Mare  Pharmaceutical  Association  to 
Mr._  G.  A.  Mallinson  (secretary  of  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union). 

Sir. — At  a  representative  meeting  of  the 
above  Association  held  on  March  12,  mem- 
bers felt  that  the  present  proposed  scheme  of 
payment  of  X.H.I,  accounts  for  January  to 
July  1948  is  unbusinesslike  and  gives  rise  to 
some  concern.  The  Clerk  of  the  Somerset 
Insurance  Committee  has  therefore  been  noti- 
fied tha»  members  would  withhold  their  re- 
plies until  the  following  propositions  had  been 
put  before  the  X.P.U.  for  their  opinion:  — 

I.  That,  as  the  present  pricing  bureaux 
cannot  cope  with  the  work,  the  scripts  should 
be  priced  by  the  N'.P.U.,  or  an  accredited 
bod\,  which  would  be  remunerated  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

■2.  That  80  per  cent,  of  the  chemist  s  own 
average  taken  for  January  1948  should  be  paid 


out,  the  balance  to  be  fully  worked  out  and 
paid  in  due  course. 

3.  That,  if  the  proposed  scheme  (Ref. 
9/^514/2/25/02,  March  1948)  is  accepted,  then 
the  5s.  scripts  should  read  3s.  6d.

Sunday  Duties  in  Northern 
Ireland  Pharmacies 

Sir, — As  chemists  are  doing  a  public 
service,  I  suggest  that  they  should  not  be 
hampered  by  vexatious  restrictions  of  the 
kind  mentioned  in  the  following  cutting 
from  the  "  Belfast  Telegraph." 

Councillor  W.  Barr  drew  attention  at.Derry 
Corporation  today  to  a  regulation  imposed  on 
chemists  who  opened  on  Sunday  evenings 
between  six  and  seven  o'clock.  One  chemist 
had  told  him  that  he  had  been  instructed  by 
the  Corporation  inspector  that  he  must  keep 
the  door  locked.  If  a  customer  came  he  had 
to  unlock  the  door,  admit  the  customer,  reiock 
the  door,  and  serve  the  customer.  Then  he 
had  to  unlock  the  door  to  let  him  out,  and 
reiock  it.  "  That  seems  a  most  stupid  regu- 
lation," added  Councillor  Barr,  "  and  I  can- 
not see  any  useful  purpose  which  it  ser\es." 
Mr.  M.  Parke  (inspector  under  the  Shops 
Act)  said  it  was  laid  down  in  tlie  Act  that 
the  door  must  be  kept  locked  and  opened  only 
when  required  by  a  customer. 

I  assure  you,  Sir,  that  chemists  are  not 
a  bit  anxious  to  do  Sunday  work.

Pharmacy  in  the  Forces 

Sir. — Those  to  whom  the  health  of  our 
men  in  the  Army  is  an  immediate  concern 
must  be  perplexed  by  the  official  reluctance 
to  provide  pharmacists  for  dispensing  the 
medicines  prescribed  by  their  medical 
officers.  On  the  one'  hand.  Parliament 
requires  medicines  under  the  new  health 
service  to  be  dispensed  by,  or  under  the 
supervision  of,  pharmacists.  Obviously, 
therefore,  any  dispensing  to  the  Forces  not 
handled  by  men  trained  and  qualified  as 
pharmacists  must  be  less  efficient  than 
unden  the  service  set  up  for  civilians.  On 
the  other  hand  the  War  Office,  while  pro- 
testing that  it  is  not  practicable  to  form  a 
separate  corps  of  pharmacists,  has,  never- 
tiieless,  established  an  Army  Dental  Corps. 
Surely  the  pharmacist  is  at  least  as  im- 
portant as  the  dentist,  and  the  soldier's 
liealth  at  least  as  important  as  the 
civilian's?

Spot  quotations  for  pharmaceutical  chemicals  represent  the  prices  for  wholesale  quanti- 
ties of  standard  quality.  Prices  of  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  as  to  brand  or  grade.

There  have  becMi  few  chaiij?es  during  the 
past  week  in  the  markets  for  Pharmaceu- 
tical and  Fine  Chemicals.  Efforts  are 
being  made  to  comply  with  the  proposals  of 
the  F.B.I,  for  controlling  the  upward 
spiral  of  prices  (p.  380),  and  it  is  under- 
stood that  reductions  are  to  be  made  in 
export  rates  for  a  number  of  products. 
One  maker  has  alreadj'  announced  lower 
prices  for  Ascorbic  acid.  The  Board  of 
Trade  state  that  the  increase  in  the  price 
of  molasses,  which  will  take  effect  on  April 
1,  will  involve  an  increase  in  the  produc- 
tion costs  of  Industrial  alcohol  and 
Solvents  derived  from  this  source,  but 
not  necessarily  a)i  increase  in  the  selling 
prices  of  all  solvents,  for  which  there  are 
alternative  methods  of  production. 

Crude  Drugs 

The  markets  continue  rather  quiet  and 
business  is  not  expected  to  recover  until 
after  the  April  Budget.  More  inquiry, 
both  from  the  home  trade  and  foreign 
buyers,  has  been  received  for  Agar,  sup- 
plies of  which  are  still  rather  slow  in  com- 
ing forward.  Some  of  the  parcels  of  Para 
Balsam  Copaiba  imported  as  soluble  have 
failed  to  come  up  to  the  required  standard. 
A  fair  inquiry  has  been  received  for 
Sumatra  Benzoin  and  business  has  been 
done  in  the  better  grade  block  at  £17  per 
cwt.  Capsicums  are  offered  at  lower  prices. 
Cascara  sagrada  continues  quiet  although 
business  is  reported  in  new-crop  at  202s. 
per  cwt.,  c.i.f.  Some  holders  of  1947  peel 
are  asking  275s.,  five  shillings  dearer  than 
recent  outside  prices.  Cvyi  acacia  on  the 
spot  is  steady  l)nt  slii])ni(Mit  quotations  for 
Kordofan  sorts  have  fallen  to  59s.  per  cwt.. 
c.i.f.  Menthol  continues  easy  ;  most  hold- 
ers are  asking  42s.  Od.  per  lb.,  duty  paid, 
for  .spot  stocks  but  one  imjiorter  is  (luot- 
ing  Brazilian  menthol  for  future  delivery 
at  as  low  as  37s.  per  lb.,  duty  paid. 
Chinese  common  round  Kni  ijarb  is  offered 
at  5s.  to  5s.  ()(1.  for  sound  root  with  a 
two-thirds  pinky  fracture ;  there  is,  how- 
ever, a  large  quantity  of  woi-niy  material 
at  lower  prices.  Shensi  Ilhubarb  has  not 
attracted  the  interest  it  merits,  a  few  in- 
(luiries  have  been  reeeixcd  for  exjxirt  l)ut 
business  is  lacking.  TrH.\rKRic  shipriKMit 
prices  are  again  lower. 

Essential  and  Expressed  Oils 

It  is  understood  that  the  sweet  Almond 
oil.  B.P..  now. offered  is  largely  of  Cyprian 
origin  and  further  arrivals  are  expected  in 
the  near  future  from  the  same  source.  In 
Essential  Oils  little  change  is  reported 
and  the  markets  continue  quiet.  Aniseed 
oil  is  fiinier  forward. 


U.S.  Drug  and  Chemical  Report 

Nov  York,  March  12 

During  the  week  one  of  the  leading 
Saccharin  producers  has  increased  his 
schedules  by  10  cents  i)er.  lb.,  making  his 
pi-ice  for  granular  material  1.50  cents  per 
lb.  The  inside  price  of  Thiourea  is  now 
38  cents  per  lb.  Some  improvement  in  the 
volume  of  chemical  exports  during  the  com- 
ing weeks  is  forecast  by  trade  representa- 
tives ;  inquiries  from  abroad  for  Phena- 
ZONE  are  reported  with  buvers  at  $5.25  to 
$5.50  per  lb. 

Buying  interest  in  the  Crude  Drugs 
market  has  again  been  very  limited, 
although  items  of  foreign  origin  are  in  diffi- 
cult supply.  There  has  been  very  little 
interest  in  Vanilla  beans,  while  it  is  re- 
ported that  the  new  crop  of  Mexican  cut 
beans  will  be  ready  for  shii)ment  next 
month  and  whole  beans  in  June.  In  spite 
of  recent  imports  of  medicinal  Cod-liver 
oil,  prices  here  remain  firm,  reflecting  early 
i-ei)orts  that  the  output  in  Norway  tliis 
season  has  so  far  been  only  about  half  of 
hist.  A  substantial  quantity  of  Menthol 
lias  been  ordered  for  overseas  shipment, 
absorbing  a  large  jnirt  of  the  Japanese 
mat(n-ial  which  has  been  hanging  over  the 
inaiket  here  in  recent  weeks.  Brazilian 
nientliol  is  offered  here  for  immediate  de- 
livery at  $S.75  per  lb.,  but  it  is  understood 
that  (luotations  at  the  primary  centre  are 
currently  about  30  cents  below  this  figure, 
for  shipment  witiiin  (iO  days. 

Revaluation  of  the  Italian  lira  and 
French  franc  has  resulted  in  declining 
mni'kets  among  the  Essential  Oils 
originating  in  Italy,  France  and  the  French 
colonial  (Mnpire.  The  overall  market  lias 
sh(»wn  a  firmer  tone,  hmvexer.  and  the 
sliar))  declines  which  cliarncteris(Hl  essential 
oils  last  yeai-  have  foi-  the  most  part  been 
absent  in  1948.  except  where  currency 
revaluation  has  influenced  the  trend.
